The life of Jobn-Donne, 
the Law of this Nation moſt 
exaQly abridged. 


He had his firſt breeding in his 
Fathers houſe , where a private 
Tutor had the care of him, un- 
till che nineth year of his age, 
andinhis tenth year was ſent to 
the Univetfity of oxford, having 
at that time a good command 
both of the French and Latine 
Tongue. This and ſome other of 
his remarkable abilities, made 
one give this cenſure of him, 
That this age had brought forth 
another Picus Mirananla;of whom 
Story ſayes, That he was rather 
born than made wiſe by ſtudy. 


There he remained in Hart- 
Ball, having for the advance- 
ment of his ſtudies Tutors of ſe- 
verall Sciences to attend and in- 
ſtrus him , till cime made him

capable, and his learning expre(- 
ſed in publick exerciſes declared” 
him worthy to receive his firſt: 
degree in the Schooles, which he 
forbore by advice from _ his' 
friends, who being for their Re* 
ligion of the Romiſh perſwaſion, 
were conſcionably averſe to ſome 
parts of the Oath thar is alwaies 
tendered at thole times, and not 
to be refuſed by thoſe that-ex-' 
pet the titulary honour of their 
ſtudies. 


About the fourteenth year of 
his age he was tranſplanted from 
Oxford to Cambridge, where that 
he might receive nouriſhment 
from both Soiles , he ſtaid till 
his ſeventeenth yeare ; all which 
time he was 2 moſt laborious 
Student, often changing his ſta- 
dies,but endeayouring to take no 
degree, for the reafons formerly 


' mentioned. B2 A-

"About-the ſeventeenth yeare 
of his age ; he was removed to 
Lowdown, and then admitted i into 
Lincolns Inne, with an intent to 
ſtudy the Laws where he gave 
great reſtimonies of his Wir, his 
Learning, and of his Improve- 
ment in that profeſſion : which 
never ſerved him for other uſe 
than' an Ornament and Selt- (a- 
tisfaction,. 


His Father died before his ad- 
miſton into this Society, and 
being. a Merchant lett-him his 
portion in money (it was 3000 1.) 
His.mother and thoſe-ro whoſe 
care he was committed , were 
watchfull toimprove his know- 
ledge, and to that «nd appoint- 


ted him Tutors in the Mathema-:

Mr. Donne was firſt enlarged, 
who neither gave reſt to his bo- 
dy- or brain, nor any friend in 


whom he might hope to have an - 


intereſt; uncill' he ! had procured 
an enlargement-for bis two im-- 
prifoned friends. 


: He was nowar liberty, but his. 
dayes were ſtill doudy 5 and be- 
ivg paſt theſe tronbles, v_ 
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did ſtill mulciply. upon him ; for 
his. wife was (to her extreme 
ſorrow) detained fom him; and 
though. with Facob he: endured 
not.an. hard ſervice for. her, yet 
he loſt a good one, and was for- 
ced .to make good his title to 
her, and to get poſſeſſion of her

It is obſerved, and moſt truly, 
that; ſilence and ſubmiſhon are 
charming qualities, and work 
moſt upon paſſionate menz and. it 
proved ſo with Sir George ;. for 
theſe and. a generall report of 
Mr. . Donne's, merits, ; together 
with. his - winning .. behaviour, 
(which when it would- intice, 

ad 


had a ſtrange kind of elegant ir- 
reſiſtible art) theſe and time had 
ſo diſpaſhonated Sir George, that 
as the world had approved his 
d:ughrers choice, ſo- he alſo 
could not but ſee a more then 
ordinary merit in his new ſon; 
and this melted him into ſo 
much remorſe ( for Love and 
Anger are ſo like Agues, as to 
have hot and cold fits. ); And 
love in parents, though it may 
be quenched, yet is eafily re- 
kincled, and expires not, till 
death denies mankind a naturall 
heat) that he laboured his ſons 
reſtoration to his place ; uſing 
to that end both his own and his 
ſiſters power to-her Lord, bur 
with no ſucceſle ;- for his anſwer 
was,That though he was unfeigned- 
ly ſorry for what he had done, yet 
it mas inconſiſtent with his place 
and credit, to: diſcharge and re- 
admit. 
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admit ſervants at the requeſt of 
. paſſionate petitioners. 


Sir George's endeavour for Mr. 
Donne's re-admifſion, was-by all 
meanes to be kept ſecret (tor 
men do more naturally relud for 
errours, than ſubmic to put on 
thoſe blemiſhes that attend their 
viſible acknowledgement.) How- 
ever it was not long before Sir 
George appeared to -be fo far re- 
conaled, as to wiſh their happt 
neſſe, and not to. deny them his

health, and that he would not
